The preliminary draft of the in- 
augural address was completed to- 
day, but Roosevelt said he was go- 
ing to work over it and would not 
complete it until late Friday night. 

The next President’s Negro valet, 
Erwin McDuffie, gave him his in- 
augural haircut today. Erwin will 
go to Washington with Mr. Roose- 


velt.

Iwo of Them Shot by 
County Officers at Madi- 
son, Mo., Third Gets 
Away in Auto Under Fire

MADISON, Mo., March 1— Three 
brothers, Monroe County farmers, 
were trapped by county officers in 
the Farmers and Merchants Bank 
here at 1:30 a. m. today, after they 
had entered for the purpose of rob- 
bing the safe. 

Two of the brothers, Oscar Fi- 
fer 19 years old, and Joseph Fifer, 
25, were shot in the back by Dep- 
uty Sheriffs with shotguns, and are 
in Woodland Hospital at Moberly. 
Oscars condition is serious. 

The third of the bfothers, Stanley 
Fifer, 30, escaped under fire, and 
drove his automobile toward his 
home, eight miles northwest of 
Madison. He is believed to have 
been wounded, as there was blood 
on the automobile seat when the 
car was found. ö 

As a preliminary to entering the 
bank, the Fifer brothers had 
planned the kidnaping of the bank’s 
night watchman, Ollie Smith. They 
intrusted this job to a fourth man, 
who apparently joined fully in the 
plot, but who went to Prosecuting 
Attorney Thomas V. Proctor at 
Paris and told of the plan. 

Sheriff Sets His Trap. 
The prosecutor conferred with 
Sheriff Arch Comstock, and the in- 
tended confederate in the robbery 
was instructed to go ahead and 
carry out his allotted part. Watch- 
man Smith was apprised of the 
fact that he was to be kidnaped. 
Early last night, Sheriff Com- 
stock and four deputies, J. R. 
Wilkes, Morg Wood, Gus Vaught 
and Tom Spalding, the last-named 
Chief of Police of Monroe City, sta- 
tioned themselves in a store across 
the street. 
Shortly before 1 a. m. the man 
who was designated to kidnap the 
watchman appeared and performed 
his task, disappearing with the 
watchman, whose resistance was 
not such as to arouse anyone in the 
neighborhood. Soon afterward, the 
Fifer brothers drove up and parked 
their car near the bank. 
The officers waited in the store 
until they heard the sound of break- 
ing glass at the rear of the bank. 
Then they ran out, carrying their 
guns, to surround the bank. 
Officers Fire on Fleeing Men. 
The Fifers, who had entered the 
bank by turning a back door lock 
after breaking the glass, saw the 
officers coming and dashed out of 
the back door as the Sheriff and 
his deputies appeared. About 10 
shots were fired and Oscar and Jo- 
seph Fifer fell, while Stanley, after 
apparently stumbling, got to his 
automobile and drové away, before 
the officers could intercept his 
start. 
Stanley Fifer drove to the home 
of Mrs. Kate Dickerson, mother-in- 
law of Joseph Fifer, four miles 
north of town, aroused her and 
made her sign a check for $40. He 
then drove away in his car, which 
he left a few miles farther north, 
near Woodlawn. 
Safe-breaking tools, but no weap- 
ons, were found in the posséésion of 
the wounded Fifer brothers. No 
money was taken from the bank. 
The Fifer brothers had been ar- 
rested on bootlegging charges, and 
Joseph had served a jail term. Jo- 
seph is married, and lived nearer 
to town than his two unmarried 
brothers.

TESTIFIES GROCER 
DENEED MARRYING 
ESTATE CLAMANT 


Former Attorney for Albin 
Strickland Says Client 

Told Him Woman Was 
Only Housekeeper. 


Testimony that Albin Strickland, 
retired grocer who died Oct. 3, 1929, 
said Mrs. Mary Theis Strickland 


keeper, was given yesterday in Cir- 
cuit Court at the trial of her suit 
for one-half of his $100,000 estate 
on the claim she ‘is his widow. 

The testimony was by his former 
lawyer, William T. Keil, and Mrs. 
Catherine Boul of Sedalia, Mo., a 
nurse, who were called as witnesses 
by the defense. An objection to 
Keil relating conversation between 
client and counsel was overruled by 
Judge Hamilton, who held that the 
rule regarding confidential commu- 
nication did not apply. 

Keil said he was summoned in 
July, 1929, to St. Mary’s Hospital, 
where Strickland was a patient. He 
quoted the grocer as saying to him: 
“She (the petitioner) has been here 
annoying me. I fear she is going 
to claim some marital right’, but 
it is not a fact we were married— 
that is a point I want disposed of, 
as I don’t want that to occur in 
tny estate. She is nothing but my 
housekeeper. I paid her all the 
time.” 

Ordered to Evict Woman. 

Keil said he had orders from 
Strickland to take a Constable and 
evict the claimant from his home 
at 4527 Clayton avenue, but she re- 
fused to move, and he never filed 
suit for possession of the premises. 
She still resides there. 

The witness told of hearing a 
conversation between the claimant 
and his client at the hospital, in 
which ‘she asked the grocer, “Are 
we married or not?” and he an- 
swered, “We are not and you know 
it—you are nothing but my house- 
keeper. I want you to get out of 
my premises and get out of this 
room.” : 

According to Keil, this interview 
was arranged at the request of 
plaintiff, who said if she could see 
Strickland “face to face” and hear 
what he had to say on the subject 
of their relationship, she would not 
trouble him any more. Keil fur- 
ther testified he was authorized by 
Strickland to make a settlement 
with her on the basis of $200 back 
wages due, but she would not agree 
to it. 

Mrs. Boul, who was Strickland’s 
day nurse, said the claimant called 
to see Strickland and shaved him. 
“One time,” the nurse continued, 
“I asked her if she was his niece, 
and she nodded yes. She came ev- 
ery day for two weeks and then 
she told me he asked her not to 
come. I had told her she could 
come only during visiting hours 
and she seemed offended, saying 
she was going to look into it. On 
this occasion she said she was 
Mr. Strickland's wife and she be- 
lieved he had been doped. When I 
asked him if she was his wife he 
denied it and said she was his 
housekeeper. He told me to call 
Mr. Keil.” 

Trial of the case was resumed 
today. It is being heard by Judge 
Hamilton on an appeal from Pro- 
bate Court, where Mrs. Strickland 
won a favorable decision.

Tell I. C. C. They Cannot Legally 
Comply With Conditions It 
Imposes. 

The receivers of the St. Louis- 
San Francisco Railway Co. (Fris- 
co), J. M. Kurn and J. G. Lons- 
dale, have asked the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to reconsid- 
er its action, taken Monday, in 
placing a condition on its approval 
of the receivers’ application for a 
$3,000,000 loan from the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation. An an- 
nouncement issued by the receiv- 

ers today reads: 

“The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Monday approved the ap- 
plication of the receivers for a 
loan of $3,000,000 by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, for the 
payment of taxes against the prop- 
erty of the railway company and 
installments of principal and in- 
terest on the company’s equipment 
trust obligations. In giving its ap- 
proval the commission attached 
the condition that the receivers 
should secure by receivers’ certifi- 
cates of indebtedness loans made 
to the railway company by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
prior to the appointment of the 
receivers. 

“The receivers have been advised

Court Order Issued at Request 
of Lorenzo Anderson Co. 
Liquidating Firm. 


A temporary restra ning order 
prohibiting Arthur C. Hilmer, who 


was senior partner of the stock 
brokerage firm of Lorenzo E. An- 
derson & Co., now in, liquidation, 


disposing of his assets and 
some — companies 


Clayton yesterday. 

The order was made, on applica- 
tion of the Reorganization Invest- 
ment Co., liquidating agent for the 
brokerage firm, which asserted a 
claim for $89,019 based on Hilmer’s 
trading account with the firm. 

The reorganization company’s 
equity suit charges that Hilmer, 
who has been living in Miami 
Beach, Fla., since autumn of 1931, 
after failure of the brokerage firm, 
has transferred titles to various 
pieces of real estate to straw per- 
sons to hinder creditors. The prop- 
erties are not set out in detail, but 
the petition names Twin View 
Farms, Inc., in Jefferson County 
and Hilmer’s former home at 91 
Arundel place. 

The petition alleges that Hilmer 
transferred the Arundel place prop- 
erty and his summer home at Har- 
bor Point, Mich., to his wife, Mrs. 
Josephine Prosser Hilmer and that 
he is about to make a further set- 
tlement on her. She sued him for 
divorce last week, charging general 
indignities and asserting that he 
left her in Florida last Dec. 30. 

The suit sets forth on informa- 
tion and belief that Dr. Omar R. 
Sevin, Hilmer’s , brother-in-law, 
holds some of his assets, including 
various corporation stocks, as 
trustee and is collecting dividends 
and income for Hilmer. It says 
these properties should be subject- 


ed to Hilmer’s debts. 


$220,000 in Insurance, 

It is alleged that Hilmer is in 
reality the chief owner of Twin 
View Farms, although the com- 
pany’s records have not been kept 
so as to disclose this. The prop- 
erties have been heavily incum- 
bered by Hilmer to the detriment 
of his creditors, it is asserted. 

The suit names Hilmer, his wife, 
Dr. Sevin, Twin View Farms and 
four insurance companies as de- 
fendants. The insurance companies 
are the Missouri State Life Insur- 
ance Co., Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Co., Massachusetts Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., and Connecti- 
cut Mutual Life Insurance Co. T. 
D. Drury, attorney for the liqui- 
dating company, said Hilmer had 
about $220,000 in insurance in 
about 20 companies. 

Drury said that the value of the 
properties which Hilmer is alleged 
to have transferred has not been 
determined. Hilmer is said to be 
still in Florida. His wife has been 
living recently with her sister, Mrs. 
Omar Sevin, at 6320 Washington

velopment Burden. 


A corporation of private inter- 
ests, subject to some public con- 
trol and supervision, was suggest- 
ed yesterday by President Neun 
of the Board of Aldermen, a 
lican nominee for Mayor, as a 
means of carrying out the central 
river front development. 

Several groups are interested in 
developing the river front, with the 
common objective of stabilizing or 
enhancing downtown property val- 
ues, Neun related. Due to this, he 
sald it would be inadvisable to do 
the work solely as a municipal un- 
dertaking, though it involves @ 
great public interest. In addition 
to the stabilizing effect on real 
estate of riveg front improvement, 
the factor of civic beautification 
and the prospect of a recreation 
center should be considered, Neun 
declared. The historical background 
of this old district should be per- 
petuated, he added. 

St. Louis, Neun said, should be 
prepared, when the depression is 
over, to institute a “constructive 
program for its progress and 
growth,” on a larger scale than 
ever before. 

Favors Immediate Action. 

“Immediate steps,” he continued, 
“are necessary to revive downtown 
St. Louis and stabilize values. Oth- 
erwise there will result a financial 
and economic loss of huge magni- 
tude. It is not a matter that con- 
cerns only the downtown business 
interests and property owners in 
that section. It is a matter that 
concerns the entire city.” 

Continued decline of downtown 
property values would reduce the 
city’s tax revenue, which would 
have to be offset by taxation of 
residential and other sections, Neun 
said. He advised an “immediate” 
start on the river front, with the 
work progressing in successive 
steps as finances may permit. 

Improved accessibility of the 
downtown district is the first con- 
Sideration, the candidate said. The 
flew of north-south traffic along 
the eastern edge of the business 
district should be increased, he 
added, and solution of the mass 
transportation problem is another 
important factor. 

The first step, in Neun’s opinion, 
should be widening of Third street, 
between Franklin avenue and 
Spruce street. A bill pending in 
the Board of Aldermen calls for 
widening the central portion of this 
stretch, between Washington ave- 
nue and Walnut street. Neun 
advocated adoption of Charter 
amendments at the April election 
to revise the street widening con- 
demnation system.

estate dealer and former City Reg- 
ister, whose body was found at 
11:30 o’clock last night at Vande- 
venter avenue and Delmar boule- 
vard, died of heart disease, Dr. 
Downey L. Harris, Coroner’s physi- 
cian, announced after an autopsy 
this afternoon. 

Dr. Harris’ unqualified statement 
that death was due to natural 
causes upset the theory of police 
and members of Regan's family that 
he had been beaten to death by a 
holdup man. What became of $80 
Regan was carrying when he left 
his home, at 4179 Shenandoah ave- 
nue, has not been determined. No 
money was in pockets when he 
was taken to the City Hospital. 

Dr. Harris found that Regan had 
died of coronary obstruction. He 
said Regan must have suffered 
blackening of both eyes and a cut 
over the right eye in a fall to the 
pavement when he was stricken. 
There was no injury to the skull or 
brain.

Detectives found, a wide blood- 
stain in front of Washington 
boulevard, a block and a half from 
the filling station lot where Regan’s 
body was found. Dr. Harris said it 
was possible Regan: might have 
arisen after the first stroke and

During the early part of the eve- 
ning Regan had attended a meet- 
ing of Marquette Council, Knights 
of Columbus, in Italian Fraternal 
Hall at 626 North Vandeventer ave- 
nue, almost directly across the 


4 street from where hig body was 


found. 

After the meeting had adjourned, 
shortly after 10 o'clock, Regan 
stood outside the hall chatting for 
a time with Patrick Hussey, re- 


marked, according to Lieut. Hus 
sey, that his son was to call for 
him in an automobile within a few 
minutes. When Hussey left, about 
10:30, Regan was waiting outside 
the hall. 

Forty-five minutes later Gordon 
Yearsiey, 4019 Delmar boulevard, 
saw Regan staggering north n 
Vandeventer avenue. He saw Mim 
fall at the corner of Delmar and, 
after propping him against a sign- 
post, had the police called. Regan 
was taken to City Hospital where 
physicians pronounced him dead.

Park 
on legislation were disregarded by 
the House for the first time yester- 
day, when it passed a bill reducing 
State automobile license fees ap- 


proximately $3,000,000 a year, over 
the pleas of House leaders that the 


Governor was opposed to the bill |. 


and would veto it. 

Advocates of the bill insisted on 
its passage, declaring people of the 
state were demanding a reduction 
in fees, and asserting the House 

_ Should check the bill to the Gover- 
nor “to veto it if he wants to.” 

The bill passed the House by a 
vote of 100 to 34, and now goes to 
the Senate. 

It proposes to do away with the 
present system of fixing license fees 
by horsepower rating and to substi- 
tute one based on weight of cars 
other than commercial vehicles. The 
bill would result in a reduction of 
fees for lighter cars, in the lower 
priced field, and no change in fees 
for the middie and higher priced 
cars. The fees for motor trucks 
would be reduced. . 

Road Bureau’s Estimate. 

The State Highway Department 
has estimated this measure, if en- 
acted, would reduce the collections 
of automobile license fees approxi- 
mately $3,000,000 a year, and would 
prevent the department from car- 
rying out this year’s construction 
program, particularly in the con- 
struction of farm-to- market or sup- 
plementary roads. 

The department last week noti- 
fied road contractors that it would 
call off a letting of approximately 
$3,000,000 in road contracts, sched- 
uled for March 4, if the bill was 
not killed. The department an- 
nounced that the condition of its 
revenues was such that it could 
not award the additional contracts, 
if the fee reduction bill was passed. 
Canceling of the awards will elim- 
inate prospective employment for 
between 3600 and 4000 men, it was 
said. 

It was announced at the Highway 
Department today that bids for 
$3,000,000 of work would be re- 
ceived March 4, but no awards 
would be made pending Senate dis- 
position of the bill. 

Representative Keating of Kan- 
sas City, Democratic majority 
floor leader, urged the House to 
defeat the bill, stating Gov. Park 
had announced he was against any 
reduction in the automobile license 
fees, because of the effect it would 
hav eupon road construction and 
employment, and that he would dis- 
approve such legislation. 

“Pass the Bill ‘and See!” 

Keating’s attempt to hold the 
House in line, with an administra- 
tion lash, was greeted with cries of 
“pass the bill and see if the Gover- 
nor will veto it.“ 

Heretofore the House has re- 
sponded in all instances to admin- 
istration control and has passed or 
rejected bills, without question, in 
accord with the announcement of 
the Governor’s views by House 
leaders. 

Representative McCawley of Jas- 
per County told the House mem- 
bers passage of the bill, and the 
resulting reduction in road rev- 
enues, might seriously affect the 
outstanding State road bonds, and 
result in the levying of a property 
tax to meet sinking fund and in- 
terest requirements of the bonds, 
if the present road revenues were 
not sufficient. He said passage of 
the act would have the effect of 
lowering the bids of bond buyers 
on the $15,000,000 of State road 
bonds still unsold, and might pre- 
vent their sale. 

McCawley was shouted down by 
House members favoring the bill, 
who insisted upon an immediate 
vote. Representative Dale of Ray 
County, one of the principal advo- 
cates of the bill, said, “The people 
are demanding this reduction— 
pass the bill and send it to the 
Governor, and let him veto it.” 

Park Counts on Senate. 

Gov. Park, when informed of 
the House action on the bill, said 
Me thought it was a mistake for 
the House to pass the bill. 

1 don’t think it will pass the 
Senate, however,” the Governor 
said. “I am surprised at this ac- 
tion, because of the effect it would 
have, if the bill became a law, on 
the farm-to-market system.

Substitution of control of the State 
Game and Fish Department and its 
conservation work by a partisan 
commission of four members, for 
the present control by one commis- 
sioner, is provided in a bill passed 
by the House today.

crets. Ten years’ imprisonment is 
specified for transmitting to for- 
eign governments objects or news, 


even if false, which should be kept 
secret in the interest of the Reich. 

Not less than three months’ im- 
prisonment for publicly printing or 
discussing news which should be 
kept from foreign governments, ir- 


respective of whether the news was 
correct or false, was specified. 

Concerning subversive propagan- 
da, the decree provides that who- 
ever designs, circulates or keeps in 
stock for the purpose of circulation 
printed matter whose contents, in 
inciting to use force against state 
authorities, or in instigating prepa- 
rations for or incitations to strikes 
in vital plants, shows treasonable 
intent may be punished up to three 
years’ imprisonment. 

Foreign correspondents have been 
warned by a high Government offi- 
cial to refrain henceforth from us- 
ing news from “malignant sources.” 
When pressed for explanation, the 
cfficial said no censorship was 
planned. 

The Hitler Government insists of- 
ficially that Sunday’s elections of 
new National and Prussian State 
Perliaments are to be held as 
scheduled, but the chief of the Gov- 
ernment’s Information Bureau has 
indicated the balloting will be 
meanningless. 

“Parliamentary and democratic 
times are over for Germany,” de- 
clared Walter Funk, head of the 
Government press department. 

One of his assistants declared all 
the Communist votes cast Sunday 
would be thrown out. The Com- 
munists polled nearly 6,000,000 votes 
in the last election, increasing their 
Reichstag representation from 14.6 
per cent to 16.9 per cent, and they 
were even stronger in the Prussian 
Diet. 

Other Stringent Decrees. 

The burning of the Reichstag 
building Monday night brought vir- 
tual martial law yesterday with a 
decree signed by President von Hin- 
denburg: This decree swept aside 
constitutional guarantees of free 
speech, assembly, property, commu- 
nications and other personal liber- 
ties. 

Another decree gave the Hitler 
Government the right to take over 
control of state governments. 

A member of the Hitler Govern- 
ment, Vice-Chancellor von Papen, 
already has been placed in power 
in Prussia, supplanting the State 
Premier, and National Socialist 
leaders have threatened to extend 
the commissioner rule to the Free 
State of Bavaria. Bavarian lead- 
ers have countered with warnings 
of revolt and threats that any com- 
missioner will be arrested if he 
tries to enter the State. The Na- 
tional Socialists have no represen- 
tation in the present Bavarian State 
Government. 

Communists Arrested Wholesale. 

The number of arrests in the in- 
vestigation of the Reichstag build- 
ing fire totaled several hundred— 
all of the prisoners being alleged 
Communists—today. The 100 Com- 
munist members of the last Reichs- 
tag were ordered arrested, but it

The damage was estimated at $1,- 
500,000. There was no insurance. 

The election campaign will be 
closed with torchlight parades in 
every town.

Opposition Severely Suppressed.

Walter Funk of the Govern- 
ment Press Department, issued to- 
day a denial on behalf of the 
Government of rumors that the po- 
lice intended to shoot Communists 
and other Leftists Saturday night 
and of reports in the London Her- 
ald of’a plot for a week-end mas- 
sacre. 

(The London Herald reported to- 
day what it called a plot of Hitler- 
ites to “carry our during the com- 
ing week-end the most staggering 
massacre the world has known.” It 
said “all progressive leaders and/ 
Jews” in large Prussian towns were 
already listed as intended victims. 
The London Times said “the threat 
of a general massacre . cannot 
be treated so lightly now that the 
Prussian police have been reinforced 
meaningless).

Stamp Exhibition Awards. 
The awards at the Annual Stamp 
Exhibition held last week in the 
Mart Building were made in two 
classes, senior and junior.

dents, such as drowning, electric 
shock and carbon monoxide or coal 
gas poisoning. ~ 

Asphyxia is also at times an ac- 
eidental complication of surgical 
operations, and to a partial extent, 
a concomitant of such diseases as 
pneumonia, severe attacks of asth- 
ma and bronchitis, and paralyzing 
diseases of the central nervous sys 
tem. 

The nerve mechanism which con- 
trols breathing is located in the 
central nervous system. This nerve 
mechanism is stimulated by the 
presence of the gas, carbon diox- 
ide, in the blood. 

On the basis of this fact, carbon 
dioxide in combination with oxy- 
gen is being used as a respiratory, 
stimulant. 

Where the individual is uncon- 
scious and breathing very feebly or 
not at all, artificial respiration is 
employed. 

The use of this gas mixture in 
combination with artificial respira- 
tion has increased the effectiveness 
of resuscitation efforts, particular- 
ly in the case of new-born infants. 

The failure of new-born infants 
te breathe is not always primarily, 
due to asphyxia. Hemorrhage with- 
in the brain due to accidents of 
birth may be responsible, 

A certain percentage of infants, 
however, fai] to commence breath- 
ing because of obstruction in the 
respiratory tract or because of oth- 
er ill-defined -conditions. 

In such cases, after the breathing 
tract has been cleared of its ob- 
struction, carbon dioxide and oxy- 
gen, combined with artificial res- 
piration, often prove effective in 


overcoming their asphyxia.
